WOMEN OF DENMARK. 
$8 a Rule, They Are Wage Earners 
Even Though Married, 

‘There is an outstanding point of dif- 
ference between the. activities of wo 
tien tn Denmark and in other coun- 
tries. In Denmark the sole aim is 
economic independence for women 
throughout their lives. 

Thus in Copenhagen more than 1,000 
married women work as clerks in of- 
fices. By far the majority of actresses 
are married. In order to enter the 
school of the corps de ballet it is nec- 
essary to te of good family. The 
greater part of the husbands of ballet 
dancers are in bigh positions. 

Three hundred and fifty to four bun- 
fred of the teachers In the free schools 
in Copenhagen are married. They re- 
ceive exactly the same salary as the 
men teachers—that is, £64 yearly. A 
head teacher, man or woman, com- 
mences with £160 and rises to £203. 
In the gymnasiums and secondary 
schools many of the professors are 
married women, who also form a con- 
siderable proportion of the privat-do- 
centen in the universities.

WATCHING WATER FREEZE. 


An Easy Way to Make the Growth of 
lee Crystals Visible, 

It is not commonly known that fresh 
water may sometimes be “colder than 
ice” and that the growth of ice crystals 
may be made plainly visible. An in- 
teresting experiment to show this may 
easily be made. 

Fill a clean pint béttle with distilled 
water. Make a hole in the stopper 
large enough to let the thermometer 
pass through it. The kind of ther- 
mometer used in physical laboratories 
is most convenient. Insert the stop- 
per in the bottle and let the theamome- 
ter reach nearly to the bottom. 

Pack snow or ice and salt round the 
bottle as you would pack an ice cream 
freezer. If the bottle is not jarred 
the temperature may be seen to drop 
several degrees below the freezing 
point without freezing the water. 

If the stopper and thermometer are 
now removed and a small piece of ice 
free from any trace of salt is inserted 
in the bottle and pushed down into the 
water crystals of ice may be seep to 
shoot out in all directions from it.

Origin of the Mathematical Symbot 
That Stands For Nothing. 

It is the peculiar triuinph of the 

mathematicians who constructed the 

Hinda Arabic numerals that they were 


Jed to Invent @ sywbol for “nothing.” | 


The invention arose ont of the dilicul- 
ty which was encountered when cnl- 
culations were transferred from the 
ancient abacus board and became a 
written operation, 

On the abacus board, which may per- 
haps be seen still in infants’ schools, 
the rows of beads or counters repre- 
sented the numerals 1 to 9, but each 
counter or bend in the row above rep- 
r&sented ten times as great a value as 
in the row below. Thus 591 could be 
transferred from abacus board to pa- 
per without difficuity, but 5 (0) 1 taken 
from the abacus might be 51, since the 
vacant place was vo longer Indicated. 

Accordingly mathematicians were led 
to invent a character for the vacnnt 
place. The invention of this symbol 
for “nothing” with the crowning, tran- 
scendent. achievement in the perfection 
of the decimal system and tny at the 
base of all subsequent arithmetical 
progress, Among the Hindus the syin- 
bol was at first a dot, but It was soon 
superseded by a circle, O. Its symbol, 
says Professor 1B. R. Turner in a mag- 
azine article on the numerak,, bas va- 
ried greatly, and its name bas a pedi- 
gree of its own. The Hindus called it 
sunya—void. in Arabic this became 
sifr. 

In 1202 Leonardo Fibonacci trans- 
lated it zepbirum. In 1330 Maxiwus 
Planudes called it tziphra. During the 
fourteenth eentury Italian writers 
shortened it to zenero and cenro, which 
became zero, now in gewerul use, 
Meanwhile it hus passed mere nearly 
in Arabic form into French as thiffre 
and into English as cipher, taking on 
new significations.

MENDING A CABLE 


The Snapping of a Submarine 
Line Entails Hard Work. 


LOCATING THE BREAK IS EASY. 


— 


This Is Accomplished by the Use of 
Sensitive Instruments, and Then 
Comes the Difficult Task of Grappling 
and Raising the Severed Ends, 


The 700 mile cable that connected 


Hamilton, Bermuda, with Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, had snapped. Somewhere 
under many fathoms of water lay the 


two broken ends, perbaps only a few 
inches apurt—more likely balf a mile 
or so from each other—carried from 
their accustomed bed by the wash of 
the waves. Until the two ends were 
connected the thousands and thousands 
of dollars invested In the cable were 
bringing no income. 

As the result of the accident Hamil- 
ton was practically Isolated from the 
rest of the world, for the only other 
cable went to Jamaica. By sending a 
message to Jamaica and having it re- 
layed to Newfoundland and thence by 
telegraph to New York it was possible 
to get a few words through In a fairly 
short time. But the tolls were enor 


.mously high. 


The moment the operator at Halifax 
found that the key on the Bermuda 
cable did not respond to his touch he 
reported the fact to his supertor Ip the 
Halifax office, Orders flew back and 
forth, telephone bells rang, messengers 
scurried tn and out of the office, and 
in a few hours the cable repair steam- 
er was on its way to Bermuda. 

The operators at Halifax and Hamill- 
ton bad located the break. It was 
about six miles from the Hamitton end 
of the cable. This they calculated 
with sensitive instruments used to re- 
cord the “resistance.” 

The writer was in Hamilton when 
the Mackay-Bennett steamed into the 
harbor and through the courtesy of 
the captain was on board when the 
steamer went out and grappled for the 
ends ef the cable and restored it to 
usefulness. 

Even when the captain of a cable re- 
pair ship knows that the break is about 
six miles from one end it’s no easy 
affair to pick up the big wire ropes. 
Yhe floor of the ocean is uneven, and 
he must allow for slack, 

The crew was ready when the ship 
stopped. With a splash the big grap- 
nel went overboard, and yard after 


, yard of line was paid out until the 


hook touched bottom, The water was 
120 fathoms (720 feet) deep at that 
spot 

Luck was with the cable ship. So 
well bad the captain calculated that 
the very first cast of the book brought 
up sne end of the broken cable It 
was bauled on board The electricians 
attached their instruments and called 
Hamilton, The station answered im- 
mediately, 

A huge buoy was attached to the 
heavy wire rope and lowered into the 
waiter. ‘hen we set out to find the 
other end. 

Cast after cast of the grappling hook 
and not even a nibble from the missing 
part of the cable, Farther and far- 
ther the cable ship worked away from 
the buoy. At last, after three hours’ 
work, the grapnel resisted the pull 
‘be fish had been caught, There was 
a cheer from the crew as it was pull- 
ed on board, about a quarter of a mile 
from the other end. 

‘This end was connected with a tele 
graph instrument, and the operator at 
Halifax, about 700 miles away, an- 
swered. ‘There was nothing more to do 
except to join the broken ends, 

A new section of cable was carefully 
spliced to the cable that bad just been 


picked up. ‘The cable was paid out 
over the stern as we steamed back to 
the buoy, This was banled on board 


and the broken end spliced to the new 
piece of cable, an operation consuming 


less than half an hour. The repaired 
cable, as good as new, was dropped 
overboard to resume its place on the 


ocean's bed.

It was claimed by the 
President that the article in 
question was misleading and 
had a tendency to give “out-of- 
town members” a wrong idea 
and just what the Boat Club 
was going to do was not a co- 
nundrum., 


At the time of writing the ar- 
ticle the only official announce- 
ment of anything definite be- 
ing done by the Club was the 
awarding of the contract for 
the boat houseandand landing ; 
the statement that three boats 
had been ordered was made at 
the meeting on Wednesday 
evening. 

On Thursday and Friday of 
the week previous a boat build- 
er was in Mirror, seeking for a 
location in which to start a 
boat building yard and livery. 
That gentleman was Mr, Dur- 
rer, of Didsbury. _ He stated 
that he had twelve row boats 
and twogasolinelaunches ready 
to put on the Lake at once, A 
visit wasmade to Mirror and 
Bashaw by Mr. Durrer, and if 
we can put any faithin reports 
he was tendered a very flatter- 
ing offer in the way of landand 
boat house, ete., to locate in the 
latter town. If the people of 
|Mirror could give Mr. Durver| 
lany inducement it appeared 
jlikely that he would locate in! 
| Mirror, 

Is is quite evident there has| 
been a misunderstanding over 
the paper circulated by Mr, 
Robinson in the beginning, a 
number being under the im- 
pression that a boat-builder| 
coming in would receive a fav- 
orable reception by the Club 
and everything possible done to 
linduce him to locate here per- 
manently, Some of the mem- 
{bers were thus wondering if, 
the officers of the Club had 
éntered into negotiations with 
Mr. Durrer with that end in 
view. 

If the Boat Club could give 
Mr. Durrer something to en- 
courage his location on the 
lake front, it was thought by 
some of the members to be a 


expense of looking after the 
boats would be shifted from 
the shoulders of the Club. It 
cannot be gainsaid but that a 
boatman with fourteen boats 
at his disposal, is in a far better 
position to cater to the pnblic, 
than a Boat Club with thirty- 
five members or more, with 
from three to six boats. How 
the Boat Club could possibly 
give satisfaction with its small 
flotilla of boats to its member- 
ship of thirty-five, to say noth- 
ing of the demand for boats by 
visitors and pleasure-seekers, 
is a riddle in itself. 

We have it on good authori- 
ty that there are other boat- 
builders who are considering 
ithe advisability of starting in 
business here. If they have 
anything to offer that might 
| appeal to themembers, it should 
|be submitted and the proposi- 
tion that will be of thegreatest 
benefit to all be adopted with- 
out any partiality being shown. 

While the petition to the 
Boat Club was signed by some 
who are not members of the 
organization, yet the business 
men and others who signed 
pledged their financial and 
moral support to the underterk- 
ing, provided the Boat Club de- 
cided to act on their request. 
Even if all the signers are not 
members in good standing the 
petition is worthy of consider- 
ation, coming as it does from 
a section of the business men 
who refuse to support the Club 
at present, but who promise 
to aid, if, through the efforts 
of the Club, a boat-builder lo- 
cates here with his boats.
